Opinions sought on proposed new 
residential development standards 


construction," includes changes to the current 
regulations governing height and setback re¬ 
strictions. Under current regulations, building 
height has been measured from the "average 
grade" surrounding the structure, a nebulous 
concept, resulting in some houses that have 
been allowed to legally exceed the maximum 
height at the lower, or downslope, portions. 

Under the new proposed ordinance, build¬ 
ing height would be measured from the lowest 
grade surrounding the structure, or, in certain 
cases, along a "warped plane" parallel to the 
grade. Sideyard setbacks are proposed to be 
modified to an aggregate of 30 percent of lot 
width for both one- and two-story structures. 
Current regulations call for different setbacks 
for one- and two-story buildings. 

In addition, a Conditional Use Permit 
(CUP) would be required for all development 
in excess of 4000 square feet, for structures 
which contain "two stories and a basement," 
for lot coverage in excess of two-thirds of 
permitted coverage, and for buildings which 
exceed 25 feet in height. A CUP would also 
be required for two-story structures with 
aggregate sideyard setbacks of less than 40 


Sierra Madre News interviewed Bill Garr 
and Fred Wesley, two of the city’s Planning 
Commissioners, on the proposed new city-wide 
ordinance, restricting large-scale development 
of homes. The Planning Commission is seek¬ 
ing public comment and input on the proposed 
ordinance at the meeting Dec. 16. Here is 
what the commissioners reported: 

The Sierra Madre Planning Commission is 
encouraging public input at their regular 
December meeting, Dec. 16, regarding a pro¬ 
posed new ordinance governing residential 
development standards. The meeting will be 
held that Thursday evening at 7:30 p.m. at 
city hall. 

The ordinance was proposed as a result of 
growing public concern about the size of some 
recent residential developments in the city, 
including construction of several large homes 
which residents complained have visually 
overpowered their neighborhoods. The adjoin¬ 
ing cities of Arcadia and Pasadena have been 
grappling with this problem which has come 
to be known as "mansionization." 

The proposed ordinance, with the stated 
goal of "architectural accord along with ap-

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Antonovich proposes 
mediation to resolve 
garage sale problems 

' While Sierra Madre ponders the fate 
of garage sales in this village, the Lx)s 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors will 
soon determine the fate of garage sales in 
the unincorporated areas of Los Angeles 
County. 

Pointing to a proposed garage sale 
limit law that "hits homeowner rights over 
the head with a sledgehammer," Supervi¬ 
sor Mike Antonovich (representing our 
Fifth District) has proposed "mediation in 
neighborhood disputes... not the imposition 
of a ‘big brother’ law." 

On Dec. 14 the newly approved pro¬ 
posal will be adopted and will go into 
effect within 30 days. On Dec. 7, the 
final plans were hammered out and it was 
approved, with sparks flying between 
Antonovich and Supervisor Gloria Molina. 

Under Molina’s plan, residents would 
be prohibited from conducting a garage 
sale "more than twice a year and would 
be severely limited to a single sign on the 
sale site in their advertising efforts," 
Antonovich said. Molina also urged other 
supervisors to rule that families having 
two or more sales would give the pro¬ 
ceeds to a nonprofit organization. That did 
not pass the other supervisors. She was 
defeated. 

Molina also wanted to limit the signs 
to one yard sale sign per property and 
Antonovich won the argument that there 
will be yard sale signs for the street front¬ 
age. 

Antonovich thought that the ordi¬ 
nance, when it spoke of "sellers and 
disposers" was "vague" so the latter 
word,"disposers," was removed. He also 
believed that two yard sales per year 
should be changed to "limitless" and that 
iVas qualified to four per year. 

^ Antonovich called the former ordi¬ 
nance "a draconian plan" and felt that "a 
»ngle sign on the sale site" would severe¬ 
ly limit their advertising efforts. He 
termed "absolutely outrageous" the giving 
of the proceeds of a sale which included 
several residents’ wares to a nonprofit 
organization.

We were 
"C and E" churchgoers 
at best.' And I can re¬ 
member a scene which 
the LaShures would 
play out as we rode 
home in the car after 
attending Christmas Eve 
service: 

Mother: Now wasn’t 
that nice, with all the 
pretty candles and 
carols? Aren’t you 
glad we went? 

Kids: Yesss, Mom. 
Silence... 

Father: All I can say is, 
that Joseph must have 
been a good man not 
to throw Mary out. 

Of course, Christians 
believe that good men 
are defined more by the 
blessings they perform 
than they are by the 
curses they refrain from 
performing. This re¬ 
flects the New Testa¬ 
ment view of God as a 
caring, inviting, forgiv¬ 
ing, and even suffering 
parent instead of an 
angry, exacting and 
vindictive judge. 

Yet in his own way, 
my father recognized 
the special love between 
Joseph and Mary. There 


was power in that sim¬ 
ple decision to build an 
unconventional family, 
an intergenerational 
family really, a family 
whose sole organizing 
principle was uncondi¬ 
tional love. 

So often what you and 
1 call love is actually 
conditional love, love 
with strings attached: "I 
love you BECAUSE 
you are beautifiil/suc- 
cessfu 1/intelligent/ 
charming/well-bred..." 
"1 will love you IF you 
keep me happy/secure/ 
sexually satisfied/up¬ 
wardly mobile/well- 
traveled..." Contrast 
this kind of love with 
the unconditional love 
of God, "Who so loved 
the world that He gave 
his only Son, that who¬ 
soever believeth in Him 
should not perish but 
have everlasting life" 
(John 3). God’s love 
says, "1 love you no 
matter what." 

Claiming God’s un¬ 
conditional love and 
practicing it with others 
is the real observance of 
Christmas. It’s harder 
than buying expensive 
gifts with our credit 
cards, but infinitely 
more rewarding. This is 
the way to keep Christ 
in Christmas.

Lillian Ewig. 91, 
makes no excuses for 
her creative life: "If 1 
had to go back, Td do 
the same thing as be¬ 
fore," she said, in a 
recent visit at her home 
in the Sierra Madre 
Skilled Nursing Facility. 

With over 200 oil 
paintings to her credit, 
Ewig falls into the ranks 
of Sierra Madre’s most 
prolific producers. For¬ 
merly a teacher of art at 
the high school level 
and a designer for the 
larger department stores 
in New York and for 
Westinghouse Corpora¬ 
tion, she offers a wide 
range of creative talent 
to whatever her envir¬ 


onment may be. 

"Westinghouse hired 
me to design fans and 
refrigerators." she said. 
"Over a 10-year period 
of employment, they ev¬ 
en asked me to work on 
the redesign of the ex¬ 
terior of motors. Just to 
make them a little 
better." 

Ewig is clearly no 
slouch. "I feel as though 
I've been so busy all the 
time," she said, tiny in 
her current residence 
Originally from the East 
Cetast, she moved here 
to be closer to her 
daughter, a first-grade 
teacher living in .Arcad¬ 
ia. who visits nearly 
every day. She's been 
there now five years. 


"I had to .sell my car, 
my house, ail my be¬ 
longings," she .said. "I 
came here tt' read. Gave 
me something to do." 

One of Sierra Madre's 
most productive nonage¬ 
narians, Ewig said she 
likes to stay abrea.st of 
the world's develop¬ 
ments by reading news 
magazines, especially 
Time and Newsweek, 
on a weekly basis. 

Politically, she sounds 
cautiously confident: 
"I'm watching Clinton 
closely. He doesn't tell 
all the truth." she said.

"It looks as if Clinton’s 
accomplished quite a bit 
lately." 

Between her reading 
and her artistic pursuits, 
Ewig .seems to indicate 
that her dance card is 
full. "1 hardly ever 
sleep," she said. 

Comparatively speak¬ 
ing, she said she en¬ 
joyed the East Coast for 
its academic affluence. 
"Boston—oh, it's a 
wonderful town. I was 
there for over four 
years," she said. "When 
1 was there, there were 
130 colleges." 

Ewig, herself a gradu¬ 
ate of the Massachusets

"Our law enforcement agencies have 
their hands full with rising crime, a dead¬ 
ly epidemic of graffiti and increased 
violence in our streets.

A couple of years ago, I wrote a story 
about Dr. William Summers’ struggle with the 
i Food and Drug Administration to allow him 
to use the drug THA (tactrine) in the treat¬ 
ment of Alzheimer’s patients. At the time, the 
doctor was working out of offices in Arcadia, 
and he has since moved to Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. 

I received a letter from him recently that 
said that he is now able to write prescriptions 
for THA and that he saw an eight-page adver¬ 
tisement for the drug in a recent edition of the 
"Journal of the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion." 

He wrote, "THA received final approval 
from the Food and Drug Administration on 
Sept. 9, 1993 and now a little more than a 
month later it is available to the American 
public. A seven-year struggle, that started 
with the article published in the Nov. 13, 
1986 ‘New England Journal of Medicine,’ 
finally came to a successful beginning." 

In his letter. Dr. Summers also said that 
lie opposes President Clinton’s health care 
plan because there is already too much health 
care money (80 percent) that is directly or 
indirectly influenced by the federal govern¬ 
ment. He said that 40 percent of the health 
care dollar goes to efficiency administration to 
be sure that the doctor or the nurse did the 
right thing. "The best way to reduce health 
care cost is to eliminate the government 
attempts at efficiency."

Electrical cords can be hazardous to pets at any 
time of year. But, the holiday season presents 
added dangers. Dangling cords from decorative 
lights on window sills or from Christmas trees 
may be an open invitation to play. These cords 
can be chewed through easily. Electrical inju¬ 
ries can range from mild bums of the mouth or 
tongue to heart failure and death. Electrical 
shock can cause complications such as pulmo¬ 
nary edema, an accumulation of fluid in the 
lungs. If you suspect an electrical or cord bum 
you should take your pet to your veterinarian for 
immediate treatment.
